Holland Notes: Jans, de Boer Set for 12th All-Time Meeting 

• Saturday’s match between FC Cincinnati and Atlanta United FC will feature the 
first-ever MLS match involving two Dutch head coaches: Ron Jans and Frank de Boer 

• Both Jans and de Boer managed against each other in the Eredivise between 2010-16... 
Jans was the head coach at SC Heerenveen (2010-12) as well as at PEC Zwolle (2013- 
17), while de Boer was the head coach at AFC Ajax (2010-16). 

• Jans is 2-6-3 all-time against de Boer... he posted an 0-3-0 record while with Heeren¬ 
veen and a 2-3-3 record while with PEC Zwolle 

• Jans’ two wins against de Boer are two of the biggest of his career and two of the 
more significant wins in PEC Zwolle’s recent history 

• Jans and PEC Zwolle defeated de Boer in Ajax, 5-1, in the 2014 Dutch Cup final... Jans 
and PEC Zwolle claimed a second piece of hardware against de Boer and Ajax with a 
1-0 victory in the 2014 Dutch Super Cup. 

FCC Look to Remain Unbeaten against Five Stripes 

• For a second consecutive match, the Orange and Blue will try to remain unbeaten 
against an Eastern Conference opponent in their inaugural MLS season 

• FCC claimed wins in each of their two meetings against Montreal, but could look 
to remain unbeaten against Atlanta with either a win or a draw on Saturday... FC 
Cincinnati secured a point at Mercedes-Benz Stadium when Roland Lamah tallied the 
equalizer in the 86th minute on March 10 

• FC Cincinnati will have another opportunity to remain unbeaten against an Eastern 
Conference opponent when they play the Chicago Fire on Sept. 21... FC Cincinnati 
claimed a 2-1 win over the Fire at SeatGeek Stadium on July 13 

Cruzin’ in the First Minute 

• Allan Cruz became the first player in MLS this season to record multiple first-minute 
goals when he scored 28 seconds into the match at the Montreal Impact 

• For his performance, Cruz was named to MLSsoccer.com’s Team of the Week bench 
for Week 28 

• Hie goal is tied for the second-fastest goal scored in MLS this season, trailing the 
mark of 27 seconds set by Montreal’s Anthony Jackson-Hamel at Minnesota on July 6 

• Cruz also tallied within the first minute when he scored 45 seconds into the match at 
Chicago on July 13 

• Of Cruz’s six goals this season, four have come within the first 10 minutes of a match 

• Hie midfielder is now tied with Emmanuel Ledesma for the team lead with six goals 

Tyton Records First MLS Win, Shutout 

• Przemyslaw Tyton made one save at Montreal to register his first-ever MLS win and 
shutout 

• Tyton has made 11 appearances for the Orange and Blue this season, including each of 
the last eight matches 

• Hie Zamosc, Poland, native made four saves for FCC when he earned his first MLS 
point as a starting goalkeeper in the 2-2 draw at Columbus on Aug. 10. 

FCC Snap Winless Streak 

• FC Cincinnati ended their season-long nine-match winless run with their victory at 
Montreal 

• Hie Orange and Blue were held without a win for more than two months, dating back 
to their 2-1 win at Chicago on July 13 

• Additionally, the Orange and Blue captured their first shutout since they held the New 
England Revolution without a goal on March 24 

Orange and Blue Sweep Impact 

• FC Cincinnati earned their first MLS regular-season sweep of an opponent when they 
defeated the Montreal Impact at Stade Saputo, 1-0, on Sept. 14 

• Hie Orange and Blue won the first meeting, 2-1, at Nippert Stadium on May 11 

• Additionally, both matches featured a first MLS victory for an FC Cincinnati head 
coach... Head Coach Ron Jans earned his first victory at Montreal (Sept. 14), while for¬ 
mer interim head coach Yoann Damet claimed his first win against Montreal (May 11) 


FCC Secure Win with 10 Men 

• Saturday’s win at Montreal marked the first time the Orange and Blue have earned a 
win while playing a man down 

• FCC were forced to play the final minutes of the match with 10 men after Kendall 
Waston was sent off with a second yellow card in the 88th minute 

• Waston became the second FC Cincinnati player to receive a red card this season 

• Kekuta Manneh received FC Cincinnati’s first-ever red card at FC Dallas on Aug. 31.

• Kendall Waston will be unavailable for selection in FC Cincinnati's match against

• Hie center back was sent off at Montreal after he received a second yellow card in

• Allan Cruz and Emmanuel Ledesma remain one yellow card away from receiving a

• A one-match suspension would be either player’s first of the 2019 season

• Jans served at the helm of FC Groningen (2002-10), SC Heerenveen (2010-12), Standard 
Liege (2012) and PEC Zwolle (2013-17)... the Zwolle, Netherlands, native has recorded a 
220-206-120 career record in 546 matches 

Sunderland Joins Club as Director of Player Development 

• Youth development expert Larry Sunderland joined FC Cincinnati as the club's first 
Director of Player Development on May 23 

• Sunderland comes to Cincinnati from the Portland Timbers, where he has served as 
the club's Youth Technical Director since December 2015 

• At FC Cincinnati, Sunderland is charged with overseeing the launch, build and ad¬ 
ministration of the forthcoming FC Cincinnati Academy, and will also manage the

• West End Stadium is being designed by world-renowned architecture firm Populous 
and led by Jonathan Mallie, Senior Principal and Director of the New York office, West 
End Stadium features an ambitious interpretation of Cincinnati on the rise

• Hie Mercy Health Training Center was designed by MSA Sport and is being built by 
Cincinnati office of Turner Construction 

• Hie 34,000 square foot, multilevel MHTC building will house the entire FC Cincinnati 
first team, as well as a separate wing for the Academy... additionally, there is a 
3,000 sq. ft. maintenance facility on the property 

West End Stadium to Come to Life After Zoning Approval 

• Construction on West End Stadium, FC Cincinnati’s future home, has formally 
started construction after the Cincinnati City Council unanimously approved a key 
zoning change on Thursday, Feb. 21 

• The $250+ million, privately funded stadium will seat approximately 26,000 fans and 
is expected to remain on schedule and open on time for its March 2021 target 

• The formal groundbreaking ceremony - which MLS Commissioner Don Garber 
attended - was held on Dec. 19,2018 

• Among the design considerations are more than 50 suites (most in MLS not in 
an NFL stadium), 4,500+ premium seats among a variety of club spaces, and a 
safe-standing supporters section to hold more than 3,000 fans that will rise from 
field-level to the top of the stadium on one end 


New Training Digs Also Under Construction 

• In addition to West End Stadium, FCC are also constructing a $30+ million, 
state-of-the-art training facility in Milford, Ohio - about 15 miles from downtown 
Cincinnati 

• When completed this November, the Mercy Health Training Center will feature a 
34,000 square foot facility on 24 acres just off 1-275 

• It has full-size, lighted playing fields - two natural grass and one artificial turf - 
plus a separate, dedicated goalkeepers area 

• Inside, the Mercy Health Training Center will house the FCC first team and Acade¬ 
my, as well as the technical staff, soccer operations and communications staffs, 
as well as members of other FCC departments 

• It will also include a full-time dining facility, team lounge, auditorium and media 
work space, production studio, strength and conditioning gym, medical areas, 
equipment studio and storage, plus locker rooms, staff rooms and meeting spaces 
-as well as a barber shop 

• While the MHTC is under construction, FCC is currently training out of a cus¬ 
tom-built, 8,000 square foot facility on the property that includes the locker room, 
team lounge, equipment suite, medical suite and offices for the coaches and 
Milford-based staff 

Construction Costs Matter 

• Between construction and land acquisition for West End Stadium, construction 
for the Mercy Health Training Center and upgrades to Nippert Stadium, FCC have 
undertaken almost $450M in simultaneous construction projects this offseason 

• Add to that the club’s $150M Expansion Fee and the club's ownership group has 
committed more than one-half billion dollars to the club in its first year of play
